The  new  French  as  a  Second  Language  (FSL)  Program  of  Studies 
consists  of  nine  levels  of  proficiency:  Beginning  French  1,  2,  3, 
Intermediate  French  4,  5,  6  and  Advanced  French  7,  8,  9.

9.  The  general  physical  format  (design,  print,  illustrations)  is 
appealing. 

10.  The  materials  are  reasonably  priced,  durable  and  readily  available.
